(hes a1 in a ſenſurs, it was offered to him at inſence,) the axe wy 
onely layed to the branches, to the bodyes ſpreading forth; but 
now eut it down ſait h the Lord, why cumbers it the ground ? Oh 
chat this conld be read ! for great is the work of God, in revea 
ing the miſtery hereof in this day;
